All of the men at the din­ 
ner were more or less batty over 
flying; a rd as we say, G ettysburg 
is soon to have an Aero club 
which will own its own ships and 
give the town a lot of valuable 
publicity.

facture of airplanes, as well as in

buy an airplane one first had to 
get hold of about $25,000. But it 
seems a fairly good ship can bt* 
had for $2,300. 
Gentlemen who

which costs $4,200 alone, and runs 
up the cost of the ship, when in­ 
stalled. 
But for $2,300 a good 
ship can be bought.

HUDSON SETTLES! 
PAVING COSTS TO 
E N 0 LITIGATION 


Urges Other Residents 
Of Hanover Street 
To Forego Appeal 
From 
Court 
Judgment. 


Dr. E. D. Hudson, Sr., spokesman 
for the group of Hanover street prop­ 
erty owners, who have refused to pay 
their street paving assessments, this 
afternoon said he was on his w’ay to 
J the office of J. Donald Swope, borough 
solicitor, to pay his paving bill, to ­ 
gether with the costs and interest, a s­ 
sessed by the court 
in 
a 
recent 
opinion, granting the borough judg­ 
ment against him. 
Doctor Hudson, exhibiting a check, 
filled in except Cor the amount he is 
expected to pay, said he would ad­ 
vise the other property owners on 
Hanover street to “get in line” and 
do Fkew'ise. 
“There is no use for us to buck the 
courts,” Doctor Hudson 
said. 
“I 
j know the borough needs the money 
for the street paving. 
I’m going to 
pay and advise the others to do like­ 
wise.” 
As the spokesman had it figured, 
his costs, interest, attorney’s com­ 
mission and the expense of the muni­ 
cipal lien filed against him would to­ 
tal $168.14. The amount of his street 
paving bill was $102.15. 
The costs and interest in the cases 
of each of the other Hanover street 
property owners are said by Doctor 
Hudson to be $17. 
The additional 
costs in Doctor Hudson’* case came 
about through having his case used as 
a test in court here. 
Judge D. P. McPherson, 
in 
an 
opinion handed down September 20. 
reversed the verdict of a jury which 
heard testimony in the case when it 
was tried here in 1926. 
Since the court’s opinion was hand­ 
ed down, there was talk among tha 
group on Hanover street of taking an 
appeal to a higher court, and that ac- 
t ^ n even was threatened by Doctor 
Hudson when he appeared 
before 
council last F rid a y evening. 
At th a t 
time 
he 
asked 
council 
to 
accept 
his term s of settlement. 
He pro­ 
posed that council should accept the 
principal, and remit the costs and in­ 
terest charges growing out of the 
filing of the munic:«pal liens against 
the property owners and the trial of 
the Hudson action. 
Council flatly refused to accept the 
proposition for settlement and au­ 
thorized its attorney to draw 
up 
lines of battle in the event the prop­ 
erty owners took an appeal in the 
test case. 
Solicitor Swope said that, 
in his opinion, the Hanover 
street 
property owners did not have a legal 
leg on which to stand, expressing the 
belief that the higher court would 
uphold the opinion of Judge McPher­ 
son.

Red Men

celebration. 


In connection 
with the York 
Sesqui this week in which Adams 
county has an inherent interest 
because of tho fact that it was a 
part of York county when the 
Continental Congress met there, 
E. J. Stackpole, writing publicly, 
says: 
York is doing admirably in its 
preparations for a comprehensive 
celebration of the sesquicenten­ 
nial of the meeting of Congress in 
the city on the Codorus 150 years 
ago. 
Among other illustrations 
in a leaflet are some of the old 
buildings’ whieh stood in the long 
ago. 
One is the former home of 
Major John Clark, where 
were 
printed the proceedings of Con­ 
gress and the Continental cur­ 
rency bearing the imprint “York 
Town.” 
On the opposite corner 
is a 
building 
occupied by Gen­ 
eral 
Anthony 
Wayne 
as 
his 
headquarters in 1781, and on still 
another corner, the residence of 
Archibald McClean,

the Treasury. The crush of visitors 
for the sesquicentennial is likely to 
surpass any previous invasion of 
the interesting old city. Parades, 
pageants, 
military 
processions 
and many spectacular features 
will give the event a most color­ 
ful setting. 


Investigation of reports that 
squirrels are doing heavy damage 
to farm crops, particularly corn, 
shows that an army of these little 
animals are invading this section, 
devastating cornfields, causing a 
heavy loss to farmers. 
The reported scarcity of nearly 
all kinds of nuts especially hick­ 
ory nuts, shellbarksiand several 
kind* of 
qf U>a$ squirrels like, 
has caused the doaft h&f food and 
is driving hundreds of the ani­ 
mals from the mountains into the 
valley in search of food. Reduced 
to almost a state 
of famine, the 
squirrels are eating the acorns of 
red oaks, which farmers and for­ 
esters say is 
unusual, and are 
ravaging the cornfields. 


The state game commission has 
announced that it would not de­ 
viate from its policy of employing 
sharpshooters-to kill surplus does 
in those sections of Pennsylvania 
where they were causing damage 
to growing crops and to orchards. 
The commission made this an­ 
nouncement after considering a 
petition from J. 
Allen Barrett, 
justice of the peace of Lykens, 
who asked for an open season on 
does to be participated, in by all 
sportsmen. It was the contention 
of Mr. Barrett that the commis­ 
sion was 
without 
authority to 
employ men for this purpose. 
John B. Truman, secretary, said 
that an open season on does had 
been 
tried several times before 
but with little success. 
At such 
times a large percentage of the 
deer killed had been bucks as well 
as a large number of fawns. 
• 
“It is neither feasible nor prac­ 
tical,” the secretary said, “to cap­ 
ture deer for shipment to sections 
where the animals are scarce as 
material 
for a 
deer trap costs 
about $500 alone besides the ex­ 
pense of labor and transportation. 
Experiments along this line were 
tried last winter with 
no 
suc- 
suceess.” 
He said that at times $25 a 
head had been paid for captured 
deer, but that was likewise unsuc­ 
cessful because of the poor condi­ 
tion of the deer when it reached 
its destination.

Wracked by the vicissitudes of an 
increasisgly hopeless three-year fight 
to escape the hangman’s noose for 
the murder of Joseph Maurer in a 
drug store hold-up, Scott hanged him­ 
self in his cell at the Cook county 
jail Saturday night. 
The suicide of the 36-year-old con­ 
demned man, whose carcer was full 
of 'melodrama, created no disturbance 
in the jail and was not d:scovered un­ 
til a startled jailer saw his lifeless 
body dangling from the loop of his 
j belt, hitched to the top of his eight- 
, foot cell door. 
Near Gallows Seven Times 
Cook 
county 
prosecutors, 
who 
brought the erstwhile actor, writer 
and promoter of a $30,000,000 De- 
troit-to-Windsor, Ont., bridge project, 
within the shadow of the gallows no 
less than seven times, 
said 
Scott 
merely had done to himself what the 
law Ultimately would have done. But 
Mrs. Catherine Scott, his wife, and 
hi* attorney, William Scott Stewart, 
said his act only proved their last plea 
—that he was insane. 
“Perhaps hi* dying that way is bet­ 
ter for our children, a* it takf* away 
at least part of the disgrace from 
them,” his wife said. 
“I can’t un­ 
derstand Irs act. 
But it undoubtedly 
proves he was insane. 
We held such 
high hopes for his release after the 
trial. 
I always believed he would 
be free some day. 
Maybe this is 
the only way he could realize his] 
freedom.” 
Seven times was Scott 
in

shadow of the gallows in the four I 
years since he 
alleged to have plain 
Maurer. 
Scott’s conviction followed 
closely 
on his plea of guilty to the murder 
charge. 
A judge, dragged from his 
bed one night, granted him a stay of 
execution a few moments before he 
was to have Ranged. 
All legal ma­ 
neuvers possible under 
Illinois law 
were usejj to keep him from paying 
the penalty. 
Larre 
defense funds 
were raised by ge.. ** I contributions. 
A battery of lawyers 
and 
high- 
priced alienists were enlisted in the 
fight to keep Scott from the gallows. 
He finally was declared insane and 
sent to an asylum at Chester, 111. 
Found Sane By Jury 
It was not long before officials at 
the institution concluded Scott was in 
full possession of his faculties and 
should be returned tx) jail. 
After he 
had been placed again 
under 
the 
jurisdiction of Cook county and a jury 
had found him,sane, a date was set 
for his execution. 
Fate intervened again, however, and 
the supreme court remanded the case 
for a nepc trial. 
It was while in the jail waiting the ; 
new trial that he ended his life.
